The Methodist Episcopal Church was reorganized in Annual Conference 
relations in Louisiana, December 25, 1865, by Bishop Thomson. The Confer- 
ence then organized included Louisiana, Mississippi, and Texas, and was named 
the Mississippi Mission Conference. Three annual sessions of this Conference 
were held, and in January, 1867, the Texas Conference, and in 1869, the Louis- 
iana and Mississippi Conferences were organized.

THE FREEDMEN'S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION 

SOCIETY. 



For twenty-five years this great Society has carried forward its 
work of establishing and maintaining institutions of Christian learn- 
ing in the South. During 1891 a series of Quarter-centennial Jubilee 
Conventions have been held throughout the Church, which have 
served to increase the interest of the Church in our Southern educa- 
tional work, and to add to the financial income of the Society. 

It is a source of special gratification that during the past four years, 
under the administration of Dr. J. C. Hartzell, for many years a 
member of our own Conference, and his associate Secretaries, Drs. 
Gray and Chad wick, the income of the Society has so largely in- 
creased. Here are the figures : 

Increase in collections only $95,148 

Increase from all sources, including Conference collections 357,159 

We heartily commend the recent appointment of Kev. M. C. B. 
Mason, B. D., as Field Agent, and rejoice in the excellent beginning 
he has made in his important work. 

As a Conference we rejoice in the aid extended, by order of the 
General Conference, to institutions of learning among our white people 
in the South. Our noble Church includes all races and lands in her 
benevolent plans. This is Christ-like, and insures the most blessed re- 
sults among the greatest number of people. 

During the past year the Society has maintained forty-one institu- 
tions in various parts of the Southern States. In these schools are 
330^ teachers, 9,310 students, with property worth $1,800,000. The 
Society educates ministers, teachers, physicians, pharmacists, dentists, 
and thousands of students in college preparatory and English courses 
of study. 

A very encouraging feature of the work is that our people in the 
South are helping themselves by raising more and more money to 
help support our schools. 

Rejoicing over what has been accomplished, let us, with greater en- 
thusiasm than ever, stand by this educational movement for God and 
our people ! 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY, 

Convinced of the absolute need of education of all grades, both for 
ourselves and our children, and assured that our own Church, born in 
a university, must in this great State draw more and more of her 
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power from our schools, we rejoice to report the continued prosper- 
ity of our university. Splendidly located in one of the most attract- 
ive portions of this city, with one of the finest college buildings in the 
country, with a corps of teachers numbering twenty-nine, earnest and 
enthusiastic in their work, the very best opportunities are afforded for 
a liberal education. 

The high standard of scholarship and discipline of the past has 
been maintained during the year. The attendance at this date for 
this session reaches 591, not counting the students in the preparatory 
schools at La Harpe Street and Alexandria. A new building has 
been erected, seventy-eight by thirty-four feet, two stories high, with 
recitation-rooms for three hundred and fifty students. 

Last Commencement there graduated two of the finest classes ever 
sent out by the university. Miss Olivia M. Anderson, Wm. Porter, 
J. H. Reed, and Daniel F. Ross received the degree of A. B., having 
completed the full classical course. Miss Anderson is now very suc- 
cessfully filling the chair of Latin in her alma mater, while the other 
members of the class are all highly esteemed teachers in schools in 
different places. 

Nine graduated from the Normal Department with honor to them- 
selves and to the university. Her alumni are still honored on every 
hand, and, with the pride of the Roman matron, she may point to 
these her children, and say: ' ' Behold my jewels!" 

The Medical College, at 302 Canal Street, is enjoying a gratifying 
degree of prosperity. Lack of early advantages prevents many from 
taking up the study of medicine, and yet we have an enrollment of 
twenty-three, and a splendid class of five will receive their diplomas at 
the close of this session. It is confidently expected that this will soon 
be one of the leading medical schools of the Southwest. 

We need not recommend New Orleans University, for already our 
young people are crowding its halls. We would especially urge the 
claims of all our educational work for increased financial help from 
our people. 

While the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society, under 
the splendid leadership of our fellow-laborer, Rev. J. C. Hartzell, 
D. D., is so liberally aiding us year by year, and our beloved resident 
Bishop, W. F. Malialieu, compasses sea and land to win friends for 
us, and brings their gifts with his own contributions so generously 
poured into the treasury, surely we ought, with glad hearts and will- 
ing hands, help on this great work. 

We are glad to know that there is no abatement of interest among 
our people, and trust that the coming year shall see more and more 
of our young people within the walls of this great institution, and 
still more liberal giving on our part to the carrying forward of this 
great work.

LA HARPE STREET ACADEMY. 

La Harpe Street Academy, Preparatory to the University, is en- 
joying increased prosperity under the principalship of Professor Harry 
Weber. The present enrollment is 112. The success of this school 
demonstrates the wisdom of opening preparatory schools in the 
churches in different portions of the city, that shall be easy of ac- 
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cess to all our people, and furnish a thoroughly prepared class of ad- 
vanced students for the university course. 

We recommend that additional schools be established at as early a 
date as practicable. 

GILBERT ACADEMY AND AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, 1890-91. 

The academic year was among the most prosperous in the history 
of the institution. This prosperity was marred only by the ill-health 
of the President, who is thankful that life is still vouchsafed, and 
that some measure of health remains for the prosecution of the good 
work. 

All the departments have worked with a good measure of success, 
although we have been somewhat disabled in the printing-office, not 
being able as yet to find a permanent and satisfactory supply. We 
are still pursuing that object, and hope soon to have that want met. 

The raising of money for buildings has been greatly impeded the 
past year by the President's ill-health, as well as by the uncertainties 
prevailing in the world of finance. We have, however, a promising 
outlook for a new chapel. 

A report of work accomplished in the last ten years will be pre- 
pared and published some time this winter.

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With a suitable building, which is so imperatively needed, the 
fostering of the New Orleans University, and the undaunted leader- 
ship of the much honored Secretary of the Freedmen's Aid and 
Southern Education Society, Kev. Dr. J. C. Hartzell, we bespeak for 
Central Louisiana an unrivaled institution in the name of the Alexan- 
dria Academy. We now bow in humble submission and ask that the 
Society take speedy action in the case of the academy at Alexandria,

The Louisiana Conference mourns the death of one of her best and 
most honored ministers, in the person of the Rev. William Smith, 
who, after a brief spell of sickness, departed this life Friday night, 
November 20th, at about midnight, from Thibodeaux, his last appoint- 
ment and the scene of his latest battles and conquests. He was 
buried there among the people whom he had served so faithfully, and 
in whose tenderest affections his memory will ever be embalmed and 
cherished. The news of his death came so unexpectedly and suddenly 
that the shock therefrom scarcely permitted us to realize the terrible 
fact. Sad indeed it is for us to contemplate the fact that William 
Smith, so dear and endearing to all of us, has quit the walks of men 
and gone to his reward. He was one of a class of nine that joined 
the Louisiana Conference at Baton Rouge, La., January 12, 1878, 
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under the presidency of the now sainted Bishop William L. Harris, 
D. D., LL. D. Eev. Wm. Smith was one among the very best men 
we have ever known, and one of the best pastors and preachers the 
Louisiana Conference has ever produced. A good preacher, a kind 
and faithful pastor, a genial and agreeable companion, he was always 
and everywhere welcome by any congregation, and among all of his 
brethren in the ministry. Sustaining everywhere a pure and blame- 
less character, he passes out of our ranks into the ranks of the saints 
in light, without the smell of the fire of suspicion resting against his 
Christian character. His life, his triumphs, and his death, are a rich 
legacy to the Church, and an ample illustration of the full and 
free salvation that he so powerfully preached and exemplified. He 
now rests from his labors, and his works do follow him. He was a 
native of Virginia, and was converted when quite a young man. He 
was recommended to the Annual Conference by the Sixth Street 
Church, of this city, and was appointed by Bishop Harris, as an un- 
ordained local preacher, as assistant pastor to Father Henry Green, 
at the Church that had recommended him. The following year he 
was ordained a deacon by Bishop Andrews, and reappointed as 
preacher in charge of the same Church. January, 1880, he was ad- 
mitted with his class into full connection in the Conference, by Bishop 
Harris, and appointed to Whitehall. He was ordained an elder at 
Shreveport, by Bishop Foss, January, 1881, and appointed to 
LaHarpe, now Scott Chinn Methodist Episcopal Church, New 
Orleans. He afterwards served, to the gratification of those charges 
and the Conference, in succession, the following charges, namely : 
Donaldsonville, 1882-84; Glencoe, 1885; Clinton Street (now 
Williams Chapel), New Orleans, 1886; Thibodeaux, 1887; Glencoe 
again, 1888-90; and Thibodeaux again, 1891 ; from whence he bound 
his sheaves together and shouted the harvest home. Brother Smith 
has a wife that preceded him to heaven a few years ago. After re- 
maining a widower nearly two years, he married a charming and 
accomplished Christian lady, who, with a child a little over a year old, 
is left behind to mourn her irreparable loss. We extend to them 
our heart-felt sympathy. 

" Servant of God, well done ! 
Thy glorious warfare' s past ; 
The battle's fought, the victory's won, 
And thou art crowned at last." 



A superannuate of the Louisiana Conference, aged ninety-three 
years, was born in Nashville, Tennessee, in the year 1797, and 
lived in that city until he was fifteen years of age. At this place he 
embraced religion, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. He 
was soon made a class-leader, and served faithfully until he was re- 
moved from Tennessee to the State of Mississippi, in Wilkinson 
County. He continued his relation as class-leader until he was twenty- 
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five years old. He was licensed to preach to the colored people. 
He married a lady named Sarah Davis, who was led to Christ by his 
preaching. They lived happily together, and had born to them six 
children. Four died in Mississippi. The two that survive him are 
Mrs. Elouise Longstreet and F. S. Legardy, a ltfcal preacher. He 
continued faithful to the cause until he was moved from Mississippi to 
Shreveport, Louisiana, in 1849, with his wife and two children, where 
he remained until his death. His wife, Sarah, departed this life in 
1862. He married Miss Amanda Haden, his present widow, in 1864. 
Unto them were born ten children. Seven of them survive him. 
He was one of the principal organizers of our work in North Louis- 
iana. Rev. A. Legardy was first appointed to St. James, next to 
Fairfield Circuit, Scott Circuit, and Knoxpoint. He built churches at 
these places and many others. He was among the foremost in estab- 
lishing Methodism in North Louisiana, and through his ministry hun- 
dreds — and through his indirect influence no doubt thousands — have 
already reached their heavenly home. Father Legardy was a prince 
among his brethren. To know him was to love him. He was super- 
annuated about ten years ago as an honored member of the Louisiana 
Conference, and held that relation until February 2, 1891, when death 
relieved him, and he passed from labor to reward. The Sunday be- 
fore his death he was visited by the local preachers in a group, and he 
gave them the most wholesome instructions. He said to them: ' 'Be 
men, true men to the Church ; preach Christ, and live up to the rules 
of your Church." February 2d, just before dying, he called his son 
Byron to his bedside, and said: "I want you to be a man, and take 
good care of your mother and the children. Call all the children 
here, and sing ' I am sweeping through the gates of the New Jerusa- 
lem.' " While singing, the lamp of life expired, and he passed to his re- 
ward. He leaves a devoted wife, a true mother, nine obedient children, 
and a number of grandchildren and great-grandchildren and acquaint- 
ances, to mourn his loss. After sixty-seven years of labor in the min- 
istry he departed this life, February 2, 1891. As a preacher of the 
gospel he was zealous, faithful, and affectionate, a pattern of good 
works in his life, pure and incorruptible in his doctrine, a friend to 
the poor and distressed, a comforter to the sick and afflicted, a father 
to the orphans, a friend to the widows, and in his unusual charity a 
good Samaritan. His burial took place from St. James Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Tuesday, February 3d, at 3 P. M. It was largely 
attended by the different denominations. Ministers acted as pall- 
bearers. His remains were laid to rest in the Protestant cemetery, 
Shreveport, Louisiana, to await the resurrection of the just.

The subject of this sketch was matron at the New Orleans Univer- 
sity when Dr. Godman, who writes this sketch, was connected with it, 
and she was among the first of his acquaintance in that new and inter- 
esting field of Christian work. The most striking trait of character 
manifest in her life at that time was her unselfish devotion to the wel- 
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fare of the young people of her race, and especially of the one whom 
Providence had given her as a son, now the Rev. Professor George 
W. Wells, of this Conference. To him she gave the ceaseless and un- 
tiring zeal and love of a mother. In his education and manly develop- 
ment she was made happy, and felt that all her toils were amply re- 
warded. All her life she was active in good works, and will have a 
well-deserved place in the roll of the benefactors of her people. She 
departed this life in the full triumphs of faith, from her home in New 
Orleans, 1891. 



Mary Caldwell Crawford died in New Orleans, La. , November 
16, 1891, in her thirtieth year. She was born in Caldwell, O., May 3, 
1861. At twenty-five she was converted. She married Rev. R. L. 
Crawford, September 24, 1890, and died a little more than one year 
later. Her early death was very sad, but she met it without fear and 
with simple trust in Christ. Her husband, aged mother, and family 
have the sympathy and earnest prayers of all who know them. 



Mrs. Celia Bryan, aged about fifty years, the widow of Rev. J. M. 
Bryan, deceased member of the Louisiana Annual Conference, died in 
Donaldsonville, La., Saturday, June 27, 1891. Her husband was an 
earnest worker in the Church. Since his death she has been on the 
Conference claimant list, and the several preachers returning from the 
several Conferences have brought from the several Conferences to her 
the sum of one hundred and forty dollars since the death of her hus- 
band, notwithstanding she was not a member of our Church or any 
other, and never visited any Church for several years. She leaves 
three sons, two of whom are members of the Conference — Rev. C. D. 
C. Bryan and Rev. J. M. Bryan, stepson, who is the oldest son of the 
late Brother Bryan. She desired to see her son so much, and called 
"Cornelius," but he failed to reach her bedside. Only her stepson 
James came in time. Rev. H. J. Wright, pastor of St. Peter Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, was a frequent visitor to read, sing, and pray 
with her. The members also assisted, as the Methodists generally do. 
She expressed a strong hope of salvation, and was fully conscious to 
the last. She was buried by Rev. H. J. Wright.

Kate Armistead, wife of Rev. Samuel Armistead, departed this 
life, at her home in Shreveport, La., March 13, 1891. She was a 
member of the Methodist Church, and a faithful Christian for fifty-two 
years.

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gave the testimony of her full and complete salvation. Just before 
death claimed her, she repeated the old hymn, " A cliarge to keep I 
have," and passed out from labor to reward.

Separate Car Law. 

The Committee on the State of the Church reported the following, 
which were unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, The State of Louisiana and nearly all the Southern 
States have recently enacted, in addition to other pre-existing class 
legislation, the separate Car Law commonly known as the " Jim 
Crow Car " Law ; and 

Whereas, This law exists and is executed in violation of the 
Divine law, which is no respecter of persons; in violation of every 
principle of humanity and justice; in violation of the wording and 
spirit of our Declaration of Independence and our republican form of 
government; in violation of our National- Constitution and the War 
Amendments ; and is calculated to, and does, work the most brutal and 
inhuman outrages upon the weaker races in this country; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, 1. That we do most solemnly protest against the enactment 
and execution of this and all such ungodly, inhuman, and un-American 
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class legislation, based upon differences of race, color, or previous con- 
dition of servitude. 

Resolved, 2. That we appeal to the President of the United States 
to appoint on the Interstate Commerce Commission, which has the over- 
sight of interstate traffic and travel, only such men as will award exact 
justice in the premises. 

Resolved, 3. That the movement to raise funds to test the constitu- 
tionality of this great wrong commends our most cordial approval and 
support, and that we will individually contribute and do all that we 
can to get others to contribute to assist in the laudable undertaking, 
and that we forward all moneys collected for the purpose to Dr. 
Albert, editor of the Southwestern Christian Advocate, to be used for 
the same. 

Resolved, 4. That we thank Bishop Mallalieu for heading the list 
of our people with $25 for the cause, and the promise of more, if 
necessary, and that under his leadership we will do our full share in 
the premises. 

Resolved, 5. That we extend our thanks to the Pullman Car Com- 
pany for their genuine humanity and liberality in making no difference 
in their treatment of passengers on account of race, color, or previous 
condition, and that they and the President of the United States be 
furnished with copies of these resolutions. 

Also the following : 

Louisiana Lottery. 

The question of the continued existence of the Louisiana State 
Lottery now being before the people, we, the members of the Louisi- 
ana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, repre- 
senting over 15,000 members and 50,000 adherents in the State of 
Louisiana, do hereby declare our solemn conviction that the State 
must destroy the lottery, or the lottery will destroy the State. We 
urge our people by voice and vote to assist in utterly extirpating this 
greatest evil of the commonwealth. 



Sabbath and Columbian Exposition. 

Resolved, That we urge upon the authorities of our State the strict 
enforcement of the laws that conserve to our people the first day of the 
week as a civil Sabbath and day of rest. 

Resolved, That we protest against the opening of the Columbian Ex- 
position on the Lord's-day. 

Emancipation. 

Resolved, That the Kev. J. C. Hartzell, D. D., Corresponding Sec- 
retary of the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society, be, 
and he is hereby, requested to have prepared a special Emancipation- 
day Service program, for the observance of January 1st as our Na- 
tional Emancipation- day ; and that the managers and workers of the 
Society are hereby requested to secure the co-operation of all our 
people in the proper observance of that day. 
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Resolved, That on that occasion a special thank-offering collection 
be taken in all our Freed men's Aid schools and in our churches for 
the cause of Christian education. 



Excursions. 

Resolved, That we emphatically oppose and discourage the patronizing 
of Sunday excursions by our ministers and people. 

Financial Accounts of New Churches. 

Resolved, That wherever a new church is built within the limits of 
this Conference, a copy of all accounts pertaining to said building be 
certified to by the pastor in charge, who shall report and deliver the 
same to the Secretary of this Conference for reference.

Lay Electoral Conference Proceedings. 



New Orleans, Louisiana, January 15, 1892. 

The Lay Electoral Conference of the Louisiana Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church convened at half-past ten o'clock this 
morning in the session-room of Union Chapel, and was called to order, 
at the request of presiding Bishop Mallalieu, by Rev. T. J. Johnson. 
After singing by those present, and prayer by Rev. A. A. Lacy, Mr. 
J. L. Jones was chosen temporary chairman, and Mr. J. E. L. Hos- 
kins temporary secretary. 

Rev. L. G. Adkinson, President of New Orleans University, ad- 
dressed the Conference, inviting the laymen to visit the University, 
and presenting the claims of I. C. Clemons as a layman from the 
University charge. His statement of the case was accepted, and Pro- 
fessor Clemons allowed a seat in the Conference by the following vote : 
Yeas, 56 ; nays, 8. 

On motion, a Committee of seven was appointed on credentials, it 
being understood that no one who is a candidate for election as dele- 
gate should be on the Committee. The following were appointed : 
George Jackson, Lewis Williams, J. M. Johnson, B. C. Metayer, I. C. 
Clemons, C. M. Smith. 

On motion, a rest of thirty minutes was taken to allow the Com- 
mitteee on Credentials to prepare their report. In due time the Con- 
ference was called to order, and the Committee on Credentials re- 
ported through its chairman., C. M. Smith.

On motion, the Conference proceeded to elect two delegates and 
two reserve delegates to the General Conference. The following were 
appointed a Committee of Tellers : William Walker, William Porter, 
George Jackson, M. R. Hyte, C. M. Smith. 

It was moved that the two delegates receiving a majority of all 
the votes cast be elected. 

The following were placed in nomination : Mr. G. A. Miller, of 
Shreveport; Messrs. J. F. Patty and Naville Smith, of New Orleans; 
Mr. J. L. Jones, of Plaquemine; and Mr. B. C. Metayer, of New 
Orleans. 

The result of the first vote was as follows : A. G. Miller, 55 ; 
J. F. Patty, 44; Naville Smith, 6; and R. C. Metayer, 4. A. G. 
Miller and J. F. Patty, receiving the highest number of votes cast, 
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were declared elected as delegates to the ensuing General Conference, 
to meet in Omaha, Nebraska. On motion, their elections were made 
unanimous. Several were nominated as reserve delegates, and Messrs. 
C. C. Moores and William J. Walker were elected reserve delegates 
by acclamation. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted : •
